Despite the apparent setback given the city’s plans for a union 
passenger depot on the Plaza site, outlined in reports from Washing-

TO GET LARGE REFUND 
BOARD FISES 


$800,000 AS THE AMOUNT 
DUE FROM STATE

SACRAMENTO, Dec. 1.—The 


biennial report made public to-

Experiments to Discover 
Active Element in Serum 
for Diabetes Success 


(RY A NIGHT WIRE) 

CHICAGO, Dec. 1.—Experiments 
leading to the discovery of a 
method whereby the active ele- 
ment may be obtained from in- 
sulin, the antidiabetes serum, 
have proved successful, it was an- 
nounced tonight by Dr. Arthur 
Locke, research chemist of St. 
Luke's Hospital. It ts understood 
that the experiments have not been 
completed, but their results thus 
far are sufficient to indicate their 
ultimate success. — 

Dr. Locke also announced that 
he and Dr. Edwin F Hirsch heve 
been equally successful in attempt- 
ing to obtain the active clement 
from diphtheria antitoxin. The 
new methods are based on the 
electro-dialysis process of separat- 
ing the constituent elements of the 
antitoxin. 

Dr. Morris Fishbein. editor of 
the American Medical Magazine, 
said tonight that he would pub- 
lish a full explanation of the new 
methods as soon as experiments 
have been completed.

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LARGEST ORGAN 
TO BROADCAST 


WOC Station at Davenport 
Will Have Instrument 
Eighteen Months Required 
for Its Completion 


Pipes Would Cover Distance 
0 About Five Miles 


(EXCLUSIVE 
DAVENPORT (Iowa) Dec. 1.— 
Radio fans will be interested in 
the news that plans are completed 
for the erecting in Davenport of 
one of the world's largest pipe or- 
gans, the music of which will be 
broadcast over station WOC. The 
station itself is to be one of the 
ten great superstations of the coun- 
try. The organ will be housed in 
a building to be known as the 


Kindt Concertorium Theater, a 
structure nearly half again as big 
as the Mormon Temple at Salt 
Lake City, and so the largest build- 
ing in the great section east of the 
Rockies. 

The organ will be bulit by the 


the Aeolian. Company of New York, 


and according to its present speci- 
fications will be the most tremen- 
dous feat of organ construction yet 
,;attempted. This will mean that 
radio fans within tuning distance 
of Davenport will be asfured a 
wonderful musical treat—the play- 
ing of the greatest masters of the 
organ on the world's greatest in- 
strument. 

The cost of the organ will be 
$180,000, a hitherto unheard of 
sum to be id for a musical in- 
strument. any new features will 
be embodied in its construction, to 
give it added resources, and the 
greatest possible shading of tone 
values and orchestration. Includ- 
ed are a concert grand piano which 
will be electrically connected with 
the organ console; orchestral brass 
organ with trumpets, tubas, saxo- 
phones and trombones; bells, 
himes, two harps, and percussion 

ments. 


LARGE RANGE 

There will be thirteen combina- 
tions of pedal stops and nine ex- 
pression combinations. The blow- 
ing plant with five or six large mo- 
tors and twelve-foot blowers will 
be placed in the basement of the 
theater. 

The console of the organ will 
contain six manuals, or keyboards. 
This is unusual in itself, for the 
maximum heretofore in organ- 
building have been five manuals. 
Two of these keyboards will have 
a doubie-touch system. There will 
be hundreds of*devices and appli- 
ances to bring its enormous re- 
sources under the control of a 
single performer. 

The specifications call wor an 
inetrument that will combine elev- 
en e separate and complete 
organs into one grand organ. These 
are the great, swell, choir, orches- 
tral string, orchestral brass, vibra- 
to, vox humana, echo, percussion, 
piano and pedal. The instrument 
will have a complete saxophone 
choir, vox humana choir, string 
choir, and orchestrelle brass choir, 
and there will be seven vox hu- 
manas in the entire organ. 

One of the interesting features Is 
the huge  -sixty-four-foot grand 
diapason in the pedal organ. The 
longest pipe in this group of thir- 
ty-two has an actual length of six- 
ty-seven feet and is four feet 
square. It contains enough wood 
to lay a floor one inoh thick over 
a room with an area of 7140 
feet—all in a single pipe. Its note 
will be so low that it will be felt 
by the auditor, rather than heard, 
and the effect will be like the 
mighty rumble of thunder. 


PLACING PLANS 

From the standpoint of placing. 
the eleven organs will have three 
divisions, one to be on both sides 
and over the proscenium arch of 
the stage. The antiphonal organ 
will be in the rear over the bal- 
cony and the echo organ high in 
the dome of the ceiling. The echo 
organ will be located over 100 feet 
from the console from which it 
will be actually played. A mar- 
velous electrical system of cables 
and wires makes this possible. 

The famous pipe organ at the 
Mormon Tabernacie in Salt Lake 
City has 2648 pipes. The Daven- 
port organ will have ore three 


times as many. The 

will be fifty tons. In it will be the 
equivalent of 136 stringed instru- 
ments of an orchestra—the great- 
est combination of stringed instru- 
ments contained in any organ. The 
organ would require a symphonic 
orchestra of 825 men if each were 
playing one of its instruments. 
Even a concert grand piano will be 
included, playable from the organ 
console as well as from its own 
keyboard. 

Motors of seventy-five horsepow- 
er will pump the wind. When it 
ia known that the average large 
organ requires motors of from one 
to two horsepower, the magnitude 
of the pumping system can be 
realized. The wind pressure will 
range from one inch to twenty-five 
inches. The keyboard will have 
807 stops to bring out the re- 
sources of the instrument. 

NOW BEING BUILT 

The organ has been designed by 
Frank Taft of the Aeolian Com- 
pany, and is being built by the 
Aeolian Company at its great plant 


rein Garwood, N. 1. When finished 


and ready to ship it will :equire 
twelve large freight cars to con- 
vey it from the factory to Daven- 
port. It will take fourteen months 
to build and about four months 
to Install after it has arrived. The 
total length of all pipes in the or- 
gan if laid end to end would exceed 
25.000 feet, or about five miles. 

The music from the new organ 
will ewell to a volume sufficient to 
rock the very theater to its foun- 
dations. and diminish to an almost 
inaudible whisper. Any great art- 
iat can express any temperamensg 
or mood. The playing of the mas- 
ter organists who record their 
playing for the Duo-Art Aeolian 
organ will be reproduced by it to 
obsolute perfection. 

The whole project {llustrates the 
movement that is On foot to make 
the radio programs of the coun- 
try the finest and most enjoyable 
entertainment that It is possible to 
procure. Heretofore, the great or- 
gans of the world have been heard 
only by those chosen few who 
could actually go to them. The 
new Davenport organ will be heard 
by millions daily, playing the very 
icream of music.

Arrives at Harbor 


Sixty-five French Cadets on 
Training Cruise

Korea Maru Sails for East 


‘With 100 Passengers 


Reaching out and plucking from 
the sky almost any brand of 
weather desired is what the French 
Line steamer Jacques Cartier, af- 


riving here yesterday, did on its 8 


trip from Bordeaux. 
The vessel has aboard one of 


the foremost weather men in 
France, Capt. Marcel Coyecque, 
and assisted by Chief Radio 
Operator Marcel Mouton and a 
corps of weather and radio as- 
sistants, he was able at any 
moment to ascertain what the 
weather was like in any part of 
the Northern Hemisphere. 

By such means the vessel was 
able to avoid half a dozen storms 
en route, and to select the lanes 
where nothing but balmy weather 
was forecast. 

According to Mouton, the 
Jacques Cartier ts equipped with 
the most powerful radio equip- 
ment of any merchant ship, pow- 
ered with anything from 300 
watts to several thousand Volts, 
and operating on a spark, a low 
wave and a high wave up to 24090. 
A special low wave, evolved by the 
French Militarie just befere the 
ship sailed, and given its experi- 
ment at sea, te heralded as some- 
thing entirely new by Mouton, 
whereby the ship was able to keep 
in touch with Paris all the way 
across the Atlantic.

BALLOON SUPPORT 
LATEST IN AERIALS 


It is a well-known fact that a 
high aerial adds to the volume of 
reception on any radio set. Tow- 
ers and high masts are too expen- 
stve for an amateur to build, so it 
ie usually tmpossible to have an 
aerial higher than a few feet above 
the roof. However, by using a 
rubber balloon now on the mar- 
ket, which is inflated with hydro- 
gen, an aerial can be raised ver- 
tically. This mehtod of hoisting 
an aerial, it is said, imrpoves re- 
ception considerably.

It is becoming Mncreas- 
ingly apparent that decisive meas- 
ures will have to be taken to con- 
serve water if the vast portions of 
the West dependent upon i 


While the specific subject for 
discussion at this convention is that 
of forestry and ite relation te the 
conservation of water, Mr. Sloane 
suggested that the resources of 
California are so interdependent 
upon one another that it is dim 
cult to deal with one singly. 

“The exhaustive stud" and analy- 
sis conducted under the auspices 
of the California Development As- 
sociation show that there are ve 
basic resources in this State,“ he 
said. “They are th. forests, the 
land areas, the water sources, the 
minerals and the scenic features. 
The researches have revealed fur- 
ther that whate er policy is adopt- 
ed for dealing with these resources 
will involve only four elements: 
Protection, development,  utiliza- 
tion and such distribution as in- 
sures the greatest good to the 
greatest number. 

“Incidentally, we have been con- 
vinced that in no section of the 
country is united action of all in- 
terests so necessary to development 
and maintenance of all resources 
as in California. Local prejudices 
will be productive of more harm 
here than in almost any other State 
in the Union.”

The word torte is used by the 
Germans and means layers of cake 
or pastry spread with a filling trom | 
which the torte takes its name. 
Some tortes are baked in one layer, 
and after baking cooled and split, 
in layers. 

The orange torte is very nice) 
and is made by beating the yolks! 
of ‘ive eggs until light and creamy; 
add siowly seven-eighths of a cup- 
ful of sifted powdered sugar and 
beat until light. t in three 
quarters of a cupful of well-eifted 
flour, add one “teaspoonful of, 
orange ecstract and fold in the 
well-beaten whites of five eggs; 
Butter and flour even layer cake 
tins with a quarter-inch rim, bake 
in a moderate oven and turn out 
on a board dusted with powdered 
sugar. Put together with an orange 
filling and cover with an orange 
icing. 

Any filling and icing can be used | 
in making the torte. 


ICE-BOX CAKE 

Place in a double boiler four 
tablespoonfuls of water, half «a 
cupful of sugar, and two grated 


Squares of chocolate, stir and cook

Cover with waxed paper 
and set in the ice box for twenty- 
four hours. Unmold and cut in 
slices, cover with whipped cream 
and serve very cold. 


FROZEN FRUIT SALAD 
Mix one cupful of grated pine- 
apple with one cupful of peeled 
and diced cranges, half a cupful of 
plumped raisins, one cupful of 
diced canned apricots, two table- 
spoonfuls of lemon juice, one cup- 
ful of cooked salad dressing, and 
one cupful of whipped cream. 
Place in an oblong ice cream mold; 
cover tight, cover with half fine 
ice and half ice cream salt and let 
stand five hours, unmold, cut in 
slices and serve on chilled lettuce- 
covered plates. 


BOILED APPLE DUMPLINGS 
E. C., Loe Angeles, lost her 
recipe for bolled apple dumplings 
and asks that we give her another 
one. 

Beat two ess well and beat into 
them one-quarter of a teaspoonful 
of salt, two cupfuls of milk, and 
one cupful of well-sifted four.

NIGHT LUNCHEON 
F. W., Burbank, is serving a 
luncheon at night and asks that 
we suggest the menu.

SAFFRON CAKE 


Mr. H., Hollywood, requests a 


recipe for a saffron cake. 
In England saffron cake is made 


with yeast and is a long process: 
we have found that a very good 
saffron cake can be made by beat- 
ing to cream one-third of a cupful 
of butter, beat until light and beat 
into it slowly one cupful of sugar, 
two well-beaten egg yolks, half a 
cupful of milk, and two cupfuls of 
sifted flour sifted with three ten- 
spoonfuls of baking powder, haif 
a teaspoonful of cloves, half a ten- 
spoonful of cinnamon, and half e 
teaspoonful ef mace.

“Does it operate as a reflecting 
mirror to send back radio waves to- 
ward their point of origin, or does 
it bend them in one direction or 
another, or does it leaves them un- 
affected? 


“During the eclipse, not only wil! 
the light from the sun be cut off, | 
but also the stream of electrons 
that is supposed to be fiying all 
the time toward the earth will be 
altered. What effecte will this 
have on radio transmission?” 


WILL KEEP RECORDS

The listeners will keep accurate 
ly timed records of signal strength, 
fading. static, and other features 
of radio reception.

charcoal is free from sulphur, and 
that with it, owing partly to its 
physical condition and partly to the 
contained alkall, the reaction pro- 
ceeds rapidly at much more eco- 
nomical temperatures than with 
coal or coke, which require high 
temperatures.—|[ Exchange.
